No defense for 
Chris Brown 

As a sparse instrumental burbles in the background, the fresh-faced 
young man looks into the camera and taunts: 

“I get what you get in lo years in two days/Ladies love me/I’m on 
my [LL] Cool J/If you get what I get: What would you say?” 

Those are just lyrics to one of his latest singles, “Look At Me Now,” 
but Fm guessing Chris Brown would like to burn the paper upon 
which they were written. 

Given this week’s events, they seem to reflect more of the singer’s 
worldview than his remorseful, on-stage crying fit during last year’s 
2010 BET Awards performance. Just two years after a brutal criminal 
assault on then-girlfriend Rihanna, the rebounding Brown seems to 
have mistaken his fame for a free pass. 

On Tuesday, he stormed out of “Good Morning America” studios 
shirtless and seething with rage after Robin Roberts asked about 
Rihanna during an interview about his newest album, “F.A.M.E.” He 
reportedly beat up a green room, breaking a window with a chair. 

Brown then issued a since-deleted tweet about the double standard

between media treatment of him and fellow master-of-the-meltdown 
Charlie Sheen, who himself has a history of substance abuse and 
domestic violence. The notion in itself is almost laughable since, as 
pop culture expert Zizi Papacharissi notes, the two celebs are just at 
different points in a similar cycle. 

“Chris Brown is anxious about what the media is saying about him,” 
said Papacharissi, head of the commtmications department at UIC. 
“Charlie Sheen has embraced what he is and, at least in interviews, is 
upfront that he lives a certain way that may not be for everyone, but it 
is definitely for him. He’s not apologizing.” 

And apparently even though he offered an excuse-laden apology 
on “io 6 Sc Park” on^JC^dnesday few seemed to want a “sorry” from 
Brown— just because he is famous. On Thursday, Russell Simmons 
asked people to “give this man a break.” A break from what? Brown, as 
he says in “Look At Me Now” is “getting paper.” 

“F.A.M.E.” is expected to top the Billboard 200, despite his 
“GMA” Hulk-out. His self-ascribed media doppelganger Sheen is sell- 
ing out “Violent Torpedo of Truth” tours nationwide. 

It flies in the face of rational thought, especially from the same 
society up in arms over a viral video of a young Australian boy named 
Richard Gale, bullying a bigger schoolmate. That is, until his huskier 
victim body slams him, WWE style. 

Online outrage against Gale’s bully behavior has been so severe 
that his father is worried about his safety according to an interview he 
gave Oz-based “Today Tonight.” 

It seems people object to out-of-control, violent individuals in a 
schoolyard, even if it’s occurring across the ocean.

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Skyscrapers are the perfect playground for climbers

It’s an athlete’s worst nightmare. Five years 
ago, competitive stair climber Eric Leninger 
of Geneva scaled the 31-story Oakbrook Ter- 
race Tower in what he thought was the sec- 
ond-best time of the race. As he crossed the 
finish line, he realized his tim- 
ing chip didn’t activate, mak- 
ing his climb invalid. 

He asked race officials if he 
could scale the tower again. 

They allowed him to do so and 
he finished the climb in 3 min- 
utes, 8 seconds, which earned 
him second place. 

The next year, officials al- 
lowed climbers to race the 
tower three times and com- 
bine their times from each 
lap. Leninger won that 93-sto- 
ry race by climbing 2,043 
steps in 9 minutes, 9 seconds. 

“It’s a real challenging task 
to say I climbed 100 floors,” 
said Leninger, 27. “I’ve never 
run a marathon, but I’ve had 
friends who have. People are 
more impressed I’ve climbed 
Sears Tower.” 

The sport of stair climb- 
ing has reached new heights. 

Registration for last month’s 
Hustle up the Hancock, in which participants 
climbed either 94 or 52 stories of the Han- 
cock Center, sold out in 90 minutes. 

This weekend, more than 1,100 climbers 
are set to compete in Chicago’s Presidential 
Towers challenge, up from 650 climbers in 
2009. Participants have the option to ascend 
all four Presidential Towers in the West Loop 
for a total of 180 floors and 2,340 steps in 
what is billed as the largest stair-climb event 
in North America. 

Call Chicago ground zero for stair climb- 
ing. The area is home to five major climb 
events and a few world-ranked climbers. 


These climbers told RedEye the races have 
become popular outlets for athletes in the 
spring and winter looking to avoid training 
outdoors in poor weather. 

And while the sport is considered easier 
on the legs than running, it’s not easy on 
the wallet— most climb events require hefty 
fundraising fees. Recent Chi- 
cago-area climbs charged en- 
trance fees from $15 to $50 
with fundraising minimums 
ranging from $25 to $100. 
To compare, the Shamrock 
Shuffle 8K charged $45 to 
run and the Chicago Mara- 
thon costs $145. Neither 
have fundraising require- 
ments. 

“The participants under- 
stand this is an important 
fundraiser for an important 
cause,” said Joel Africk, pres- 
ident and CEO of the Respi- 
ratory Health Association 
of Metropolitan Chicago, 
host of the Hustle up the 
Hancock, which raised more 
than $1.1 million this year for 
respiratory health, compared 
with $83,000 raised in 1998, 
the event’s first year. “There 
is a big mission component 
in our event.” 

Encouraged by a friend, longtime mara- 
thoner Kristin Frey of Schaumburg signed up 
for last year’s Hancock hustle because she had 
never competed in a stair climb event. She 
scaled the tower’s 1,632 steps in 13:49, placing 
her eighth among women. (Frey improved her 
time to 12:34 year.) 

Since then, she’s scaled about a dozen sky- 
scrapers around the country, earning her the 
title of No. I female climber in the world by 
towerrunnmg.com, a 10 -year-old group that 
regularly issues its standings based on the 
number of races climbers complete and their 
times. (Stair climbing is an amateur sport.)

“So far most people just seem to be like, 
‘wow, it’s really cool you do that,’ ” said Frey, 
27. “It’s really a sport that anyone can do.” 

One of the perks of stair climbing, Frey 
said, is that it doesn’t impact her joints the 
way running does with its constant pounding. 
And it doesn’t require the equipment that cy- 
cling does. 

Though their times are quick, Frey and 
Leninger don’t run up the stairs— a rookie 
mistake among newbie climbers. Instead, both 
take the steps two at a time and use the stair- 
well’s handrail to help guide them to the top. 

Both athletes also prefer training in stair- 
wells, rather than on StairMasters. Leninger, a 
Northern Illinois University law school grad- 
uate, often returns to the DeKalb campus to 


climb a 15-story building there 10 times. Frey, 
an environmental scientist, scales the stairs at 
her job a few times a day 

Though stair climbing is considered a low- 
impact sport, it has its downsides. Frey said 
she sometimes experiences headaches and 
throat aches. Because stairwells often are 
tight spaces with not much oxygen, both 
climbers say maintaining breathing is as im- 
portant as maintaining pace. 

Plus, stair climbs can be dull, Frey said. 
There’s no scenery and because participants 
start in waves, climbs can be lonely compared 
to a 5K race or marathon, where there usually 
are crowds of spectators cheering on runners. 

Despite these drawbacks and the cost to 
participate, Frey and Leninger can’t seem to

climb high enough. 

Last month, Frey scaled the Empire State Building in 
14 minutes, 47 seconds, which earned her seventh place 
among women. She said she’s looking forward to racing 
up the 75-story U.S. Bank Tower in L.A. later this year— 
and maintaining her No. i title. 

“Now that I’m at the top, I really want to have those 
power times,” Frey said. 

Leninger, ranked i6th in the world by towerrunning. 
com, also would like to climb the Empire State Build- 
ing, but for now, he’s nursing a sore leg. Leninger, who 
used to run for Lake Forest College, said he pushed a 
little too hard last year. 

“It’s hard now because I’m a first-year attorney 
I don’t really have the time to train like I used to,” 
Leninger said. “If I could make a career out of it, I

» Buddy up to a friend in a high 
rise. Katie Lorenz, communications 
manager for the American Lung 
Association in Greater Chicago, which 
is hosting this weekend’s Presidential 
Towers race, said she trains for the 
event by scaling 45 flights of stairs at 
her boyfriend’s building. 


» Jump around. Some 
climbers will jog around the 
tower lobby and stretch to 
warm up before the race 
begins, said Schaumburg’s 
Frey, who is ranked No. 1 
female in the world in stair 
climb events. 


»Walk, don’t run. 
Running up the 
stairs can zap a 
climber’s energy by 
floor 10, Africk said. 
Experienced climb- 
ers tend to take the 
stairs two at a time. 


» Use the handrails 
and pace yourself, 
said Geneva’s Eric 
Leninger, who 
won Milwaukee’s 
Fightfor Air Climb 
47-foot ascent last 
year. 


»Turn it up. 
IPods are 
encouraged, 
Lorenz said. 
Stairwells are 
not known 
for their 
scenery.

32 years in prison 

Third person sentenced in 2009 beating death of Fenger High student 


Chicago Tribune 

A Cook County 
judge on Thursday 
sentenced a South 
Side man to 32 years 
in prison for the 
murder of Der- 
rion Albert, a Fenger 
High School sopho- 
more whose video- 
taped beating was shown around the world 
and came to symbolize youth violence in 
Chicago. 

Judge Nicholas Ford denied defense pleas 
for a minimal sentence for Silvonus Shan- 
non, who was convicted by a jury of first- 
degree murder in January 


Shannon, 20, hung his head at the ruling 
while his family wept quietly in the court- 
room. 

The September 2009 melee broke out 
between students who live in the area 
around Fenger— known as “The Ville” — and 
students from the Altgeld Gardens public 
housing complex. 

The trial centered on the grainy, shaky 
video that showed Albert being slammed 
over the head with boards, punched in the 
face and kicked and stomped. Shannon 
could be seen kicking toward Albert’s head 
twice while he lay defenseless on the street. 
In the video’s last seconds. Shannon leaped 
into the air and stomped with both feet at 
Albert’s head, prosecutors said. 


Shannon testified at trial that Albert, 16, 
was part of a gang of students from The 
Ville who were intent on brawling with 
those from Altgeld Gardens and that Albert 
had thrown a punch at him moments before 
the video started to roll. He also said he did 
not think any of his blows landed on Albert. 

One of Shannon’s co-defendants, Eric 
Carson, pleaded guilty to murder in January 
and was sentenced to 26 years in prison. A 
third defendant, who was 14 at the time of 
the melee, was convicted of murder as a ju- 
venile and sentenced to a juvenile detention 
center until his 21st birthday 

Two others, Eugene Riley and Lapoleon 
Colbert, still await trial as adults on murder 
charges. 


$9 million 
win with 
hours 
to spare

If Irvin Przyborski hadn’t prepared his tax 
returns a little early this year, a $9 million 
winning Lotto ticket would have gone un- 
claimed. 

A year ago, Przyborski was putting his tax 
papers into a file. Somehow the Lotto ticket 
he bought at his neighborhood y-Eleven 
slipped into the folder. Lottery spokesman 
Tracy Owens said. Przyborski didn’t even 
miss it. 

It wasn’t until he reopened the file this 
month to do his taxes that he found the 
ticket: 5-20-31-34-50-51. Przyborski con- 
tacted an attorney, who in turn called the 
Lottery on March 15 to claim the prize, 
Owens said. 

Just in time. The ticket was due to expire 
one year from the date of the drawing. That 
would have been at 5 p.m. Thursday 

“We never get this close to a ticket this 
large going unclaimed,” Owens said. “This 
would have been the largest unclaimed ticket 
we’ve ever had by far.” 

Unclaimed prize money goes back to the 
state’s education fund. 

Przyborski, reached this afternoon, down- 
played the uniqueness of his situation. 

Weary from the day’s constant media at- 
tention, he was nonchalant about the whole 
situation. 

“What’s the big deal? It’s not even worth 
putting in your paper,” he said Thursday out- 
side his South Side home. “It’s like watching 
paint dry” 

The 6i-year-old retired truck driver said he 
hasn’t decided what he’s going to do with the 
money Though he said he definitely would 
have been upset had he missed the deadline, 
he was doing OK before and the prize is hard- 
ly life-changing.

West Side school won 
state hoops title despite 
coach breaking rules

In 2009 the Whitney Tbung boys varsity 
basketball team had one of its best seasons, 
winning the Class 4A state title with a squad 
that included seven players who joined col- 
lege programs. 

But the team wasn’t even supposed to be 
in the playoffs, the Tribune has found. After 
its coach, Tyrone Slaughter, was found to 
have violated Chicago Public Schools re- 
cruiting rules, district regulations called for 
the team to be banned from the postseason, 
but officials failed to enforce that penalty 

Slaughter received a six-game suspension 
and then went on to break recruiting rules 
again. In February he was suspended for 10 
days by the Illinois High School Associa- 
tion after he held a team practice at a sub- 
urban middle school 23 miles from Tbung. 

In addition, the Tribune has learned that 
Joyce Kenner, the principal at Young, was 
found to have violated CPS policy when 
she admitted two basketball players in 2008 
even though they did not go through the 
required process for selective enrollment 
at the magnet school. The students were on 
the championship team roster. 

Following the most recent recruiting 
violation at Y)ung, the Tribune filed public 
record requests, obtained confidential doc- 
uments and interviewed parents, coaches 
and former players at Y)ung. The newspa- 
per found that Slaughter’s two recruiting- 
related offenses are more than any other 
active coach in Illinois since 2000. 

After discovering that district rules man- 
dating a postseason ban were overlooked, 
the Tribune contacted CPS Sports Director 
Calvin Davis, who acknowledged the rule 
was not enforced. He said his decision was 
made after consulting the IHSA and weigh- 
ing the best interests of students.

Romance 
regrets? 
You’re 
not alone

If asked to name something we regret in our 
lives, many of us would mention a “love” re- 
gret, especially the women among us, a re- 
cent study out of Northwestern University 
shows. 

When asked, about 44 percent of women 
and 19 percent of men said they regretted 
something related to romance, according to 
the study by the Kellogg School of Manage- 
ment in Evanston. 

Neal Roese is one of the study’s authors and 
a professor of marketing at the school. He said 
regrets women mentioned in the survey of 370 
adults ages 19-103 included “the one that got 
away” regrets, as well as regrets that they had 
never entered into a particular relationship. 
Another— perhaps surprising— regret: That 
they had not broken off a romantic relation- 
ship sooner. 

Men, though, more frequently reported 
having work-related regrets; about 34 percent 
of them (as opposed to 27 percent of women) 
said they regretted something relating to 
their jobs, the study showed. 

The men’s regrets, Roese said, were gener- 
ally related to wishing they had pursued a dif- 
ferent course in work or education, one that 
fulfilled them more, “as opposed to making 
more money” 

The results intrigued even the survey’s 
authors, which included Mike Morrison, a 
doctoral student at the University of Illi- 
nois at Urbana-Champaign. Roese said the 
two didn’t expect to see such a difference 
in the ways women and men viewed their 
regrets, and also didn’t expect love, family 
and relationship regrets to be as commonly 
mentioned as they were. And the work and 
education regrets generally were about 
being happier with a career or education 
choice. 

“It’s very interesting. We certainly have a 
lot of news stories that focus on people get- 
ting ahead,” Roese said. But “in terms of what 
people’s actually needs and goals are, it does 
tend to center more on relationships and per- 
sonal fulfillment.”

CHICAGO The medical marijuana 
market in the U.S. generates $1.7 bil- 
lion a year, but a new report suggests that 
number could multiply as more states le- 
galize it for treating a variety of illnesses. 

The study conducted by See Change 
Strategy for the American Cannabis Re- 
search Institute and Deal Flow Media, a 
financial research firm specializing in un- 
usual assets, says that of the nearly 25 mil- 
lion Americans who are potentially eligible 
to use medical marijuana based on their di- 
agnoses, fewer than 800,000 currently do. 

But the authors, who surveyed 300 med- 
ical marijuana industry insiders, point out 
that the fast-growing market faces a daunt-

Back-to-back Bulls routs have given stars time to rest 


The Bulls seem to reach new heights every game, 
except in one category 

It’s an offshoot of back-to-back thrashings of the 
Kings and the Hawks, and it’s a very good thing. 

Luol Deng averaged 33.5 minutes in the Bulls’ 
Monday-Tuesday victories. Derrick Rose’s services 
were needed for only 28.5 minutes per game. 

“I’m not complaining that we’re blowing people 
out,” Rose said Thursday after practice at the Ber- 
to Center. ‘About time, is what I’m thinking.”

It was a choice that confronted writ- 


er-director Zack Snyder while making 
“Sucker Punch,” a mostly female action- 
fantasy starring Emily Browning as a 
gun-toting, sword-swinging killer de- 
ceptively named Babydoll. 


She and her four female friends dispatch 
zombies and robots with the kind of brutal- 
ity that made Snyder’s mostly male “300” a hit 
in 2007, but they also wear thigh-high skirts 
that, as viewers will discover when “Sucker 
Punch” opens Friday, can be rather revealing. 

The underwear question involved more 
than just aesthetics. As it turns out, Snyder 
wanted the color to downplay any titillation, 
not increase it. 

“I did make a concession to say, ‘Let’s make 
her underwear black,’ ” Snyder said. “Other- 
wise I’m noticing it too much. If it was white, 
you see it. But those are the kinds of things 
we did, because I didn’t want the movie to be 
about that.” 

It’s a small but important point that un- 
derscores the tricky nature of a movie whose 
sexual politics are as multilayered as its plot. 
A three-tiered narrative that unfolds in an 
insane asylum, a brothel and the escapist 
fantasies of its beleaguered heroine, “Sucker 
Punch” is a visual blend of pulp comics, ste- 
ampunk and video-game violence, all shot in 

Snyder’s signature heightened style. One 
^ minute its female characters are invincible 
warriors, the next they’re chattel. And al- 
most always, they are thoroughly rouged and

suggestively dressed. 

“Tbu have to recognize that we are making 
a genre movie, a movie that has elements of, 
say Japanese anime,” said Carla Gugino, who 
plays the brothel’s mother hen. Madam Gor- 
ski. “In ‘300,’ the men wore less clothing than 
we’re wearing! It is absolutely embracing that 
women can be sexy strong, smart, all of those 
things.” 

Vanessa Hudgens, who plays one of Baby- 
doll’s pals, said the skimpy outfits are not just 
catering to male fantasy— they also represent 
a particular kind of female empowerment fan- 
tasy 

“If you imagine yourself 
going into these action situ- 
ations, she’s not gonna show 
up in sweatpants,” she said. 

“Tbu want to be the best 
that you can be and be the 
most ferocious. I mean, the 
costumes gave us a sense of 
confidence and power. The way that I carried 
myself was different. And because we’re doing 
it out of our right for freedom, it completely 
makes sense.” 

Browning and Hudgens are joined by Abbie 
Cornish (Sweet Pea), Jamie Chung (Amber) 
and Jena Malone (Rocket), who all practiced 
martial arts, trained with assault rifles and 
worked out under Logan Hood, a former 
Navy SEAL who also wrangled Snyder’s actors 
on “300.” Malone, for one, piled 10 pounds 
of muscle on her 5-foot- 6 frame and eventu- 
ally pushed her rack dead-lift weight to 300 
pounds. 

“I get incredible work as an actor,” Malone 
said. “But no one ever says, ‘When I look at 
you, I see someone who can kill 40 men with 


heavy artillery’ Never had I had anyone instill 
that belief in me. It was incredible.” 

The film goes so far as to exclude men 
entirely from the main cast. There are no 
“boyfriend” roles at all, and most of the male 
characters are villains, from Babydoll’s abu- 
sive stepfather to brothel owner Blue (Oscar 
Isaac). Scott Glenn plays the Wise Man, a be- 
nevolent father figure who sends the women 
into battle; he is the film’s only “redemptive” 
male, according to Snyder. 

At the same time, Snyder wanted his female 
characters to embrace certain traditional

sexual archetypes— “the nurse, the French 
maid, the schoolgirl,” he said— and simultane- 
ously take control of them. Such archetypes 
are common in movies with explicit sexual 
content, he notes, yet “Sucker Punch” seems 
destined to cause some hand-wringing even 
though it contains no sex scenes at all. 

“The most dangerous place to go, I think, 
with female sexuality, is when people are con- 
scious of their own sexuality and it becomes a 
tool,” said Snyder, a father of five daughters. 
“The power of it, when they’re aware of it— 
that’s dangerous. Society is not into that, for 
whatever reason. I thought we had a sexual 
revolution and everyone is cool with that. But 
apparently it’s still a hot-button issue.”

If you think you’re excited for spring, just talk with a chef “It’s like the best 
time ever to cook,” said Duncan Biddulph, chef at Humboldt Park wine bar 
Rootstock. “The spirit of it is so high ... after working with squash and cab- 
bage all winter long.” While Chris Pandel of the Bristol in Bucktown has 
chef pals from San Francisco calling him to brag about their locally grown 
white asparagus (“They’re great friends but awful people,” he said), we still 
have a bit of await until Midwest farms are ready to harvest their spring 
crops. Here’s a preview of what’ll be cooking soon in kitchens around town, 
from Andersonville to Beverly 


Rootstock 954 N. California Ave. 773-292-1616 
When spring produce arrives in his kitchen, Biddulph (who cooked at Logan 
Square’s ultraseasonal Lula Cafe before coming to Rootstock last year) will 
shift toward ultrasimple preparations that put the focus on fresh vegetables. 
Think asparagus with breadcrumbs, horseradish and an egg ($8), and French 
breakfast radishes with the greens still on, served with house-made butter 
and smoked salt ($5). 

ETA: Early to mid-April for radishes. May for asparagus

At this Beverly restaurant, executive chef Aaron Browning is looking to spring 
produce to inspire the small bites portion of his menu ($2.50-$7), which de- 
buted earlier this year. Coming-soon snacks include duck confit croquettes 
with pickled ramps and romesco sauce and fried green tomatoes with sun- 
dried tomato aioli. In the entree department, he’s already thinking about 
coriander-glazed duck breast with fiddlehead ferns, fingerling potatoes and 
sour cherry gastrique.

This Andersonville eatery’s menu revolves around seasonal produce just as 
much as its nearby sibling, Anteprima.
